science named Pascal experimented 
with pressmes applied to liquids and 
discovered the following law: A pres- 
sure applied lo jiuj part of the sur- 
face of a liquid Is transmitted un- 
changed in amount In every direction 
through the liquid.

tion of Pascal's law Is the hrdrunllc 
press. In that machine a pump having 
a small piston drhes water into a large 
cylinder and tbeiebj forces upward a 
laige piston, which compresses what- 
ever is placed bet\\eeu the platform of 
tbe piston anil tlic uxed crossbeam at 
tbe top of the press.
